stored there apparently awaiting shipment for machining, and in
addition there were 730 billets that had not been extruded., This
mnade a total of approximately 50 tons of metal awaiting fabrioation,
and Crenshaw makes the point that if a fire were to ocour at the
B, & Ts plant, & very substantial loss in metal might result. 1I
gave him Daniels' sxtrusion schedule and told hin that it seemed
doubtful that the oongestion at B, & T, will be relieved very soon.
Therefore, it is likely that the Enginsers may changs their present
instructions to suppliers to ship billets as soon as they are
produced,
